In  addition 
there  is  an  increasing  awareness  that  what  is  considered  waste 
today  may  be  a  potentially  valuable  raw  material  for  tomorrow's 
industries.     The  commonly  used  term  "Urban  Ore"  attests  to  our 
changing  viexfs  on  the  value  and  necessity  of  resource  recovery.
